fulgence—On approaching Fort McHenry the 
Steam Boats Maryland, Virginia, Philadelphia, and 
| Eagle, all beautifully dressed, with flags and 
streamers flying, came down the river full of anx 
jous Citizens, to meet the boat United States, and 
passed transversely around her—as they passed, 


the people on board waved their hats, and gave the 


most hearty, enlivening and oft repeated cheering. 
The five boats, in regular order, the United States 
leading the van, proceeded for the Fort, during 
'which, they came alongside alternately and the 


| passengers saluted the General, which he received, 


uncovered, in the most cordial and delicate man- 
ner. The whole scene was most interesting—it 


was splendid—we cannot describe it. On landing 
at the Fort and entering the gate the troops of the 
garrison presented arms—then opened to the right 
and left, which brought to his view the TENT OF 
WASHING LON, under whose venerable canopy 
stood ready to receive him, those illustrious and 
‘aged patriots HOWARD and CARROLL, his 
| venerated companions in the good old cause. 

We must leave it to the imaginations of our 
readers to picture the scene which took place at 
the meeting of these venerable sires. 

At 10 o’clock the General departed from the 
Fort; a superb barouche drawn by four black hor- 
ses with a postillion mounted on each, was in wait- 
ing to receive and convey him to the City.—Each 
horse was held by a man dressed in white cam- 
brick, according to the Turkish costume, with a 
blue silk sash; the postilions wore caps trimmed 
with white cord—The equipage on the whole was 
truly splendid. With the General were also seat- 
ed in the barouche the. venerable. Howard and 
‘Carroll, and General Smith. lwenty other car- 
riages, containing the Committee, the Society of 
‘Cincinnati and other gentieman in attendance, fol-
